The'total liabilities are $549,292.55, 
the total assets $870,075.94, leaving a deii- 
ciency of $178,616.61. 

The liabilities, Mr. Covell says, include the 
capital stock of'$100,000. The depositors, he 
thinks, will receive 70 to 75 per cent on their 
claims. There have been found in the bank 
$145,000 in checks made by James A. Sim- 
mons and certified to by the Lenox Hill 
Bank which are considered worthiess.

Schuettier did not shoot Gib- 
bons somebody would shoot Schuettler. 
The two mén were wrestling for 
something, he supposed it was. tne gun. 
Gibbons had his knee on Schuettler’s chest. 
Schuettier had previously reminded McCor- 
mick of the fact that both were officers of 
the law. and shouid not quarrel there. The 
witness ‘knew a good deal about McCormick 
and anticipated a quarrel. Mr. Petrie was 
the only one who saw the fight on both sides 
of the screen. Most of the other witnesses 
were so ‘stationed that they could see but 
one sidé.

A Pian to Pat the Mountain Districts Un- 
der Control of the.State. 

Concorp, N. H., Feb. 1.—[Special.]—The 
New Hampshire Forestry Commission has 
prepared a plan looking to the preservation 
of the natural beauties of the State. Itis a 
proposition for the State totake possession of 
the entire White and Franconia Mountain 


would either be one vast public. park or sev- 
eral of limited areas. The State would not 
interfere with the present order of things ex- 
cepting to preserve such forest tracts as 
would be necessary to prevent the further 
wholesale destruction of the timber. 

The legal right of the State to make such 
seizure 1s unquestioned, and’ it is believed the 
Legislature will unanimously appropriate all 
the money needed to carry into effect the 
proposed undertaking.

ELECTED TO VOTE. 

“A minority has a mght to protect itself 
by every dilatory motion that parliamentary 
rules will permit, but I do not believe any 
parliamentary rules should permita man to 
refuse to vote and thereby break a quorum 
by —- himself constructivly absent when 
he is really present. Itis as much a mem- 
ber’s duty to vote asit is his duty to vote 
right, and he should not be permitted to re- 
fuse to yote unless there is some personal 
reason that would justify his not voting, A 
member is elected by the people to do the 
people’s work. It is his duty to stady every 
question so as to be able to vote intelligently, 
and if tnere is any subject that he has not 
bad time to study for himself, §then he 
should be guided by the opinion of some- 
body else who has had time and can 
give him advico, No man in Congress is 
omniscient, but there is always some person 
who has stuaied the subject and is cavable 
of leading others. A member’s constituents 
exbect the member to vote with the largest 
intelligence he can bring to bear upon every 
subject. It isnis duty to vote. He is sent to 
Congress to vote. 

“There may be times when @ majority 
might endeavor to override right and equity. 
In such acase the minority mightand should 
take advantage of every dilatory motion that 
is permissibie. In this instance the major- 
ity may have done this or not. But as an ab- 
stract question, there being no rules yet 
adopted which would bear upon the case, judg- 
iig by genéral parliamentary laws, I think 
the Speaker has the right to determine for 
himseif whether or not there is a quorum. 
Under the rules when there is a division the 
Speaker counts. When ayes and noes are 
called for the Speaker counts those rising to 
see if there be enough standing to justify the 
demand. Even under the rules of the House, 
when there are rules, the Speaker is com- 
pélied to count. 

“Members: of the two parties sit on op- 
posite sides of the House generally. Let us 
suppose the House is nearly equally dividea— 
nearly one-haif to the Speaker’s right asd a 
little more than half at the Speaker’s ieft. 
If there be not a single yote coming from 
members on the minority side the whole 
House sees that the minority is nearly equal 
to the majority; the whole House knows that 
the minority bas not voted.. The House 
acts through the Speaker and can 
act only through its Speaker 
on certain gquestiogs. The Speaker, 
who is for that purpose the représentative 
ot the entire House, sees wha. the entire 
House has seen—that nearly half of ali the 
members have not voted on the question, It 
isaveurd for him to deny that he knows 
they have not voted. He does know it. Tne 
whole House knows they are there, and he 
as spokesman of the House deciares they are 
there. 

SHOULD HAVE BEEN DONE LONG AGO, 

“ Tradition ought to have been broken jong 
ago, and had I been Democratic Speaker of 
the House of Representatives I would have 
set a better example than past Speak- 
ers have done. The majority in 
this instance may have acted tyran- 
nically ; <P | may have forved 
consideration of a question on the minority 
which, as honest men, they should not have 
forced, and the Speaker may have been act- 
ing as the partisan instrument in enforeing 
that tyranny. But let us suppose the Speaker 
had been a compromise candidate, not bound 
to either party, but governed by his sense of 
duty and by his oath of office, recognizing no 
party fealty, acknowledging bo superiority in 
one party or the other, but simply a a, 
sentative of the people desirous of facilitat- 
ing the Ousiness of the country. In sucha 
case the whele world would say that the 
Speaker is right when he takes cognizance of 
the presence of members and forces business 
through the House. The present Speaker is 
an intense partisan and more than probable 
ruled as he did in the interest of his own par- 
ty. The Democrats present recognized this 
fact and fought him in the interest of their 
own party, but the time will come when the 
rancor of the present parties shail have been 
done @way with pnd all will acknowlédge 
that the precedent set by Speaker. Reed, al- 
though a precedent set by a desire to do par- 
ty wrong, was beneficial to the country. 

“Tam agin Mr. Reed,” laughed Mr. Harri- 
son, “ but lam bound to say that, considered 
merely as a parliamentary ruling, his de- 
cision Was right, and the Democrats only 
made the mistake they didn’tdo the same 
thing long ago. [am not afraid as a Demo- 
crat to utter this opinion, and utter it boldly.

Mrs. Harrison Revolutionizing Official Eti- 
quette—Mrs. Wanamaker'’s Dinner. 

W asnineton, D. C., Feb. 1.—[Special.]— The 
complicated machinery of official etiquette is 
likely to see Ome notable revolutions of re- 
form eré long Mrs. Harrison, having abol- 
ished the senseless custom of hand-shaking 
at her réceptions, is desirous of following 
this up by a change in the general manner in 
which the public ceremonials are at present 
conducted. The next thing to be attacked is 
the position in which the ladies of the Cab- 
inet stand during evening receptions. The 
long line extending down the length of the 
Biue Room is regarded by Mrs. Harrison as 
not only stilted and embarrassing to those 
presented but as altogether an unnecessary 
tax upon the physical strength of the ladies 
who must remain without change of position 
during the two hours which a reception in- 
variably lasts, Just exactiy how the ladies 
will stand during future receptions has not 
yet been determined, though itis likely, should 
any change be effected in the matter, that 
they will either stand or sit at will back of 
the line in the Blue Room. Before proceed- 
ing to any decisive steps in the matter Mrs, 
Harrison is anxious to thoroughly inform 
herself of the whys and wherefores of the 
matter. Authentic information on the sub- 
ject as to by whom the custom of hand- 
shaking was first instituted is of the vaguest 
description. President Madison made an 
invariable practice of standmg with his 
hands behnd him, while Mrs. Madison, 
though occasionally emulating her husband 
in this respect, generally stood with her 
hands held closely to her sides occupied 
with a large fan or nosegay encircled with 
an old-tashioned border of open work 
paper lace. During the Jackson Admuinis- 
tration it was customary for the Cabinet 
officers to give one evening ey during 
each session of Congress.

Detroit, Michi, Feb. 1.— ]—The 
committee to audit Treasurer O’ Reilly’s Land 
League accounts finished its labors at noon 
today. Their report, which 3 
President Jonn Fi is a Verbose and 
roseate one, but outside of the tabulated 
statement of receipts and expenditures con- 
tains neither a suggestion of interest nor 4 
comment of value. They say they “learn 
that the Parliamentary party in Ireland still 
refuses to call @ pational convention in 
America for reasons which to them appear 
entirely satisfactory,” ana the wisdom of 
which they do not question, But the com- 
mittee gives none of the reasons and makes 
no attempt to show what wisdom there is in 
having an American organization controlled 
by a trio of Parliamentarians in London. 
The present moribund condiuon of the 
league ought to ptove to the committee and 
to Mr. Paraell that this policy so “‘entirely 
satisfactory” has killed the goose that laid 
the golden egg. This and other @xpressions 
found in the report go to show that the com- 
mittee is an adept at whitewashing and cul- 
pable in action, however honest they may be 


in adding up figures. 

The committee say they found a model 
system of books kept by the Treasurer; that 
they examined each account with care, 
found everything satisfactory, and a vouch- 
er for every expenditure. ihe verbose part 
of the report couciudes with the following 
puff and recommendations: 

We are led to say that upon the score of econ- 
omy and honesty the league is to be congratulat- 
ed on the admirable manner in which its finances 
have been administered by the v. Dr. 
Charles O’ Reilly, to whom a deep debt of grati- 
tude is due for the onerous and responsibie 
duties so faithfully discharged by him. We rec- 
ommend that a full detailed statement of ali re- 
ceipts and disbursements covered by this report 
be published in pamphiet form and distributed 
to the various branghes of @he league end all 
contributors. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTED. _ 

Following is the report of the Auditin 
Committee. Itis preceded by 4 recital o 
the circumstances under whicb the commit- 
tee was appointed, and then goes on Ww say: 

We found a model system of books kept by the 
Treasurer, consisting of a cash book, in which 
the daily receipts of moneys were entered, giving 
the name of the party remitting, the name of the 
organization (if any) raising money, and the 
date and name of the place from which the re- 
mittance came. The cash book was also ruled 
with columns showing various funds into which 
remittances were divided, with cross references 
to the ledger, where each fand was passed in de- 
tail. ‘‘hese various columns were footed up and 
carefully tested without finding any inaécuracy. 

The credit of the cash books shows all dis- 
bursements and remittances, and for what pur 
pore, in detail. Your committee also f a 
edges arranged alphabetically in. the order 
of States and counties, with complete indexes 
for convenient references. In this ledger the 
Treasurer has uped all receipts, so that the 
sums received from all sources could be soon 
seen, tested, and examined in any method sug- 
gested by the committee. We examined eac 
account with care, comparing the same with let- 
ters of remittance and other sources of informa- 
tion in order to test its accuracy. We also com- 
pared in detjail those accounts with the credit 
side of the cash book and the original vouchers 
of expenses, and we report thatin éach instance 
we found the correspondence complete and the 
requisite and satisfactory voucher on file for 
every expenditure. 

The receipts for money sent to Ireland fn each 
instance were signed either Joseph G. B r; 
M. P., T. Harrington, M. P., or Joseph E. Ken- 
ney, M. P.,or by two of these getitiemen, and 
bearing upon their faces unequivocal évidence of 
their authenticity, including Une internal revenue 
stamp of the British Government, 

The Treasurer then submitted his “letter 
beoks ” to the inspection of your committee, in 
which we found the me written by him and 
his assistants on all subjects of league concern. 
Thege books contained impression copies of re- 
pites for remittances, ana an bistoricai narrative 
of the workings of the league for three years, in 
so far as the financial operations are concerned. 

Your committee find that the Tre 
edatthe last National 
1886, a balance of $21,685.78 That 
received from all sources, as shown_ by schedule 
herewith submitted, $257,922.79. That he has 
paid out for operating expenses of all kinds, a 
schedule of which we submit, 225.27, That he 
has remitted to Ireland, as shown by his vouch- 
ers, the sum of $237,248.08, and presented for ex- 
amination and inspection of Your committee a 
certified certificate of deposit in the Peninsular 
Savings Bank of Detroit, Jan. 1, 180, for $20.- 
$85.82; thus accounting for all sums received in 
@ manner unanimously approved by your com- 
mittee. 

The item of expenses of $22,295.27 not only in- 
cludes the expenses incurred by pony ae last 
National Convention of the Irish ational 
League of America at Chicago in August, 1835, 
but also President Fitzgerald's salary of $3,000, 
which sum was by him donated back to the 
treasury, thus leaving thé actual expenses at 
$19,225.27, being less than 7 per centof all moa- 
eys received.

We furthér recommend that 
all books and papers examined by this commit- 
tee pertaining to this report be preserved and 
submitted to the next national convention for 
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R. ©. Cusning, Chairman.

@erflous Passage of the Steamer Colina 
from Glacgow to Halifax. 
Hatrax, N. 8S. Feb. 1—The steamer 
Colina arrived today from Glasgow. She 
had a rough passage of fourteen and a half 
days. Sbe left Glasgow Jan. 17, the day on 
Which mostof the steamers arriving in a 
damaged condition met such terrible 
weather, There was a strong breeze 
biowing, and on the following day it 
increased to a gale and was soon blowing a 
hurricane. The seas were tremendous and 
‘the vessel was continually under water. She 
was struck by seas which smashed three of 
her boats almost into splinters, stove in the 
deck-house, and even forced in the iron side 
ofthe afterwheel-house.

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FIGHTING THE NEW LOAD-LINE BILL. 


Vessel-Owners Denounce the Farquhar 
Measure Roundly—On to Washington. 
“Nine hundred vessels on the great lakes 

will be forced to tie up,” said the speakers at 

yesterday’s meeting of vesselmen at the 

Board of Trade, “if the Farquhar Load-Line

That Company Having Discovered Its Com~- 
petitors Acting in Bad Faith Cats the 
Mates fron? the 60 to the 40 Cent Basis 
Between Chicago and St. Paal—Chair- 
man Walker’s Decision Will Demorsalize 
Rates—Kailroads Badly Rattied by Gov. 
Thayer's Arraignment—Walker’s Reply- 


The Burlington & ee is again on the 
warpath. lt commen ostilities yesterday 
by notifying Chairman wrt of its inten- 
tion to reduce freight rates betwéen Chicago 
and St. Paul aod from points east of the 
Iitincis and Indiana State line to St 
Paul about 338 per cent. About three 
‘ @onths ago the Burlmgton & Northern 

was induced by its competitors to 
agree to an advance in the rates from Chi- 
cago to St. Paul from a basis of 40 cents first 
class to 60 cents. The company was interested 
principally in through business, and as long 
_ gs it could be assured of a fair proporuon of 
that ousiness it dia not care much what the 
rutes locaily between St. Paul and Chicego 
were. All the other Chicago-St. Paul lines 
were more interested in traffic locally be- 
tween St. Paul and Chicago, and it was their 
desire to keep up Iowa and Nebraska rates to 
the highest notch. They conceded to the 
Burlmgton & Northero all it demanded as 
regards through traffic. An agreement Was 
made to strictly maintain rates by ail routes, 
put it did not take the Burlington & 
Northern long to discover that its com- 
petitors were violating the agreement. 
Its traffic and earnings kept on decreasing 
steadily and it was plain that it would soon 
be pushed to the wall uniess it made a ma- 
terial reduction in local as well as in through 
rates. Since it has given notice of the pro- 
posed reduction the other roads have made 
strenuous efforts to induce it to change its 
position, but it emphatically declines to do 
so.. Its action will necessarily force a ma- 
teriai reduction in the rates to lowa and 
Nebraska points, and this is the reason the 
other roadsare in the dumps. The follow- 
ing communicawon, sent to Chairman Faith- 
orn yesterday by General Freight Agent 
Hamblin, fuliy explains the situawon and 
gives the reasons why the Burlington & 
Northern found it necessary w make the re- 
duction in rates: 

The Northwestern Freight Association last 
November uvanimously adopted a certain sched- 
ule of freight rates between Chicago and St. 
Paul and Minneapolis ranging from 60 cents per 
100 pounds on first class to W cents per 100 
pounds on fifth class. At the regular association 
meeting held Dec. 5, fust fifteen days after the 
adoption of the 60 cent scale as above stated, 
there were fifteen notices providing for redu ctions 
in agreed rates, At the reguiar association meet- 
ing in January there were fifteen notices pruvid- 
ing for reductions of agreed rates and 

fourteen requests for approv- 
al of reductions made by members 
since the lust regular meeting. Of the various 
reductions made or proposed to be made — 
the adoption of the aforesaid schedule Nov. 20 
1888. we call attention to tne fact that not one 
has been proposed by our company. It was our 
desire to fairly test the questuuon and ascertain if 
the rates adopted were such as would promote 
the traffic, and if our principal competitors would 
themselves abide by the rates and regulations 
they so earnestly urged us to adopt. We will 
cite a few of many cases coming under our ob- 
servation. 

Within a few days after the rates were adopt- 
ed, and while the agreed ra.e on flour from Min- 
neapolis to Green Bay was 1U cents per hundred 
pounds, the Chicago & Northwestern company 
contracted to carry and did earry several thou- 
sand barrels at 7% cents perone hundred pounds, 
The rates from Chicago to certain Missis- 

ippi River points were also adopted 

Ov. 20, 1889, but contracts were made 
in violation of those agreed rates, causing a re- 
auction of 33% per cent by both the Santa Fé 
andthe Rock Island companies. The Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul company has persisted in 
maintaining rates in violation of the agreement 
and in defiunce of the orders of the Chairman. It 
also persists in paying bridge tollsfor the pur- 
pose of attracting traffic, said payments veing 
made in violation of the rules of tbe association 
and in defiance of the orders of the Chairman to 
desist from such payment. We are credibly in- 
formed that the Canadian Pacific company, which 
Was @ party to the agreement of Nov. 20, 1889, 
has +ot and does not now maintain agreed rates, 
but makes clandestine cuts thro Eastern 
shipping browers. We are aiso credibly informed 
that a wee med which has been Tr active 
in formulating agreements (for other lines to 


abide by) and in proclaiming its own virtue, has 


been offering about 10 per cent off the tariff for 
the pu of meeting Canadian Pacific com- 
petition of the same kind. 

Ali this goes to show that the rates of Nov. 20, 
1889, are too high to suit our competitors, and un- 
der the circumstances thev are not good for us. 

We wherefore give notice that as soon as asso- 
ciation rules permit we must protect our busi-

WALEER’S STRANGE DECISION, 


It Is Certain to Cause Demoralization in 
Freight Rates te the West. 
Chairman Walker of the “Gentlemen’s”’ 
Association a short time ago heard an appeal 
from a disagreement of the managers arising 
upon ao application to the Western Freight 
Associauon by the Chicago, St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis & Omaha for authority to join the 
Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste. Marie 
railway and its Eastern connections in estab- 
lishing the same through rates on west- 
bound business from Boston and common 
points to the Missouri River and points 
beyond as are made via the lowest differen- 
tialline either by way of ergy or the 
Mississippi River, such rates app! 
ints on the line of the Cnicege, a Bt Paul, 
oeneee & Omaha railway on and west 
of the Missouri River; also to points on the 
Fremont, Elkhorn & Missouri Valiey raii- 
and to points on and reached by the 
Union Pacitic railway.

WALKER’S REPLY TO GOV. THAYER. 
It Shows That the Railreads Are Badly 
Kattled. 

The communication sent to the members 
of the Trans-Missouri Association by Gov. 
Thayer of Nebraska, publishea in yesterday’s 
Tripung, in which he severely scores the 
raulroads for making prohibitive rates on 
farm products, and asking them in the name 
of humanity and justice to reduce the rates 
to a basis that will allow the farmers to ex- 

ist, has caused a chill to run down the back 
of the managers of railways interested in 
Nebraska traffic. Thev paid but little heed 
to Attorney-General Leese’s arraigament of 
their actions, and claimed that he was @ 
crank on transportation subjects, but when a 
level-headed man like Gov. Thayer comes to 
the front and scores them in language scrong- 
er than Attorney-General Leese use’ 
they cannot shut their eyes to the 
fact: that “something is rotten in 
Denmark,” and that unless speedy auction is 
taken to remedy the evils compiained of the 
people of Nebraska wiil rise in their might 
and compel these lawmakers to enact such 
laws as will force the railroads to make such 
rates as will give the farmers a chance to 
send their products to market. 

How badly the railroads are rattled is 
shown by the following telegram sent by 
Chairman Walker of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Railway Association to Gov. Thayer 
yesterday: 

Your letter of yesterday to the Trans-Missouri 
Traffic Association was obviously written and 
made public in reliance upon a press dispatch 
which was entirely incorrect. The subject re- 
ferred to was thoroughly considered during two 
days this week in conferences held at this office, 
which were attended by the General Managers 
of the Trans-Missouri roads. There are serious 
difficulues in what you consider a simple matter, 
but no conclusion has been reached to dismiss 
the subject. On the contrary, unanimous action 
was takenina direction of which you will be 
duly advised. 

What tre action is of which Chairman 
Walker speaks has not been ascertained. 
That it is not in the direction of a reducuon 
in rates in evidenced by the fact inat it would 
be to the interest of the roads to let the pub- 
lic know that they have or intend to reduce 
rates.

_ ‘The Berlitz School of Languages.

The superiority of the Berlitz method of in- 
struction is in teac by object lesson. Ali the 
conversations in class-rooms are conducted 
strictiy in the language taught. Ona each ot the 
doors this sign encounters the student: ** Please 
leave your English outside.’ Thus separated 
from the mother tongue, the student acquires 
more rapidly the language taught. Another ex-e 
cellent method is the giving of soirées every Sat- 
urday at 120'clock in the hall of the Chicago 
Conservatory, in which the instructors take part 
in a light comedy or farce of easy conversations, 
which are free to all the students and their 
friends.’ The relatives and friends of pupipls are 
always welcome to visit classes. 

The great popularity of the school is owing 
largely oo ees, which are as low as 4 cents 
per lesson ver exceed $1.

THE WEEK’S QUIET BROKEN BY TWO 
LARGE TRANSFERS. : 


Establishment of the New Manafacturing 
Town of Harvey—The Ashiand Block 
Changes Hands—Excellent Condition of 
the General Markét—A Possible Dana- 
ger to Buyers on the Installment Pian 
—Activity in Bentiog & Feature—-Yester- 
day’s Transters—Summary of the Week. 


It has been a comparatively quiet week in 
Chicago real estate circies, with the excep- 
tion of a few unusually large transactions. 
Comparative quiet in Chicago real estate, 
however, may still mean a business which 
would elsewhere be called decidedly lively. 
The most notaovle transactions of the week 
were the completion of the 700 acre purchase 
at One Hundred and Forty-seventh street 
for the new manufacturing Town of Harvey, 
and the sale of the Ashiand Biock. The 


latter sale was the largest transfer in the 
down-town district since the sale of the Port- 
land Block last Apml It was significant, 
too, in fixing a basis of valuesfon corners 
north of Madison street. The announcement 
of the Harvey purchase was of exceptional 
interest. The 700 acres were acquired for 
$470.000. The project seems to have strong 
backing. Work will commence tomorrow in 
laying out streets, and the preparatory work 
of building the town will be pushed along 
rapidly. The announcement of this enter- 
prise has been followed by a rapid rise in 
vaiues in the vicinity, at least in the minds 
of owners. 

The movement in acres generally seems to 
have had something of a check. The trouble 
is largely with their owners. A good many 
of those gentlemen, after taking it for 
granted that the World’s Fair location is 
settled in favor of Chicago, immediately 
jump at the conclusion that the Fair will be 
located on or near their property, whether it 
happens to be north, south, or west. The 
‘result of this conviction is to put up values 
to a degree that one could in some cases 
acquire acres cheaper by buying a sufficient 
number of lots in some of last year’s subdi- 
visions. The sale of lots in the outiying sub- 
divisions has been going a little slower 
lately. The large dealers keep up the record 
of sales wonderfully well, but some of 
the novices who bought acre property 
with their heads full of bright visions of the 
handsome profit of subdivision, but with 
littie experience and less capital, are finding 
saies much slower than they expected. 

In a few of these cases there is a danger to 
the buyers of which they should be warned. 
Many of these lots are sold on manothbly pay- 
ments. When the sale is made the buyer 
receives a contract for the delivery of a title 
when the payments are completed. The 
buyer seldom looks into the title carefully 
till the time comes to getadeed. When a 
mortgage covers the whole subdivision the 
man who goes on paying foralot which is 
merely secured to bim by contract May meet 
with trouble. Of course there are provisions 
in the mortgage which permits areiease when 
a lot is sold, and if the sale is made outright, 
the release obtained, and adeed given, the 
tile is all right But the man 
who buys on monthly payments is paying for 
something that itis possible the seller may 
not be abie to deliver. If the man who has 
land out the subdivision fails to seil but a 
part of the lots, if he 1s unable to make pay- 
ments, and the mortgage is foreclosed there 
is a good chance for people who have been 
buying on the monthly instaliment pian, 
hoiding only @ contract against their pay- 
ments, to lose what they had hoped they 
were saving. 

The general market continues in excellent 
coudition. There is a broad and healthy io- 
terest in all classes of property. A great 
aeal of work is being done by brokers hav- 
jug inside property negotiations under way, 
and there is good promise of the early com- 
pietion of many deals. brokers generully have 
iwany more orders on their books than they 
have pieces of property listed. The 
investment orders from out of town are 
steadily on the increase. Itis not alone the 
heavy capitalists and large financiai institu- 
tions of the principai Eastern cities who ap- 
preciate the solidity of investment in Chica- 
goreaity. But capitalists all through the 
country, mea with a few thousana and men 
with a few hondred thousand dollars, are 
looking here and asking where they cun best 
place their money. A single Eastern estate 
will shortly bein this market with $2,000,000 
seeking investment. 

The activity in renting is an important 
feature of the present situation. The appli- 
cations of locai and of outside firms for more 
s or for new space were never grester. 
Fast and high as Chicago is putting up office 
buildings her needs seem to be outstripping 
the supply. Office buildings in the most de- 
sirabie locations are already crowded to an 
extent satisfactory to landiords only. After 
the adjustment of May 1, as things look now 
office quarters will be more compietely filled 
than at any time since the sky-scrapers be- 
gan to grow.

HYDE PARK GAS WORKS. 

The Hyde Park Gas company has pur- 
chased a site for its gas pliant. Its original 
intenwon of locating the works at Fortieth 
street and Langley avenue was abandoned 
because of the objection of residents in (hat 
vicinity who saw a dam.ge to property would 
follow. There was no disposition on the 
part of the gas company to incur any antag- 
onism from the residents of the locality 
which it hopes to supply with cheap gas, and 
it has been look: or some time fora loca- 
tion that would not be offensive. A 
difficulty that bas all the time stood 
in the way was the fact that the sys- 
tem of pipes as laid contemplated the 
supply of gas entering the mains from 
the north, and it was a difficult undertaking 
to reverse that arrangement and supply from 
works located south of the system of mains. 
No suitable site, however, could be found in 
the vicinity of the original locaton. Friday 
it ciosed the purchase of iana at Grand 
Crossing, near South Chicago avenue, and 
the erecuon of the plant will begin there im- 
mediately. The difficulty of having the sup- 
ply enter the system of distributing maius 
from the south will be overcome by running 
a large main from the works straight to the 
north end of the system. It wili cost fully 
$50,000 to do this, Dut the company decided 
that to incur that expense was prel- 
erable to incurring tne opposition of 
the people to whom they expect to supply 
gas. This large main will likely run down 
Cottage Grove avenue, and as it will go 
through a well-settled district it will bring 
patroaos enough to tne cumpany to in a meas- 
ure compensate for its cost. 

ADAMS STREET VALUES. 

A correspondent referring to Tus Tris- 
UNE’s comments last week on the sale to 
James Todd of 45 feet on the south side of 
Adams street, just east of Dearborn street, 
takes exceplaon to the deductions made from 
that sale as to the value of Adams street 
frontage, The correspondent says: 

Itisbut just to owners in that vicinity that 
estimates of the value per front foot, at which 
the realty passed in the deal, should be made 
with a good degree of accuracy. The whole mat- 
ter hinges on the value assigned to the improve- 
ment. In this case I think that you have far 
overshot the mark, and in so doing have failed in 
justice to the reality. The building in question 
is an iroa front, four stories high, and of com- 

aratively light construction, aad could certain- 
ty be dupiicated for much less than $4,000, I 
can pot you outin the immediate neighbor- 
hood wider, deeper, and far better constructed 
buildings that can be bought for $15,000 less than 
you vaiue Mr. Todd’s purchase. T'wenty-five 
thousand dollars wouid, in my estimation, be a 
fair price for Nos. 74 and 76 Adams street, which 
would pass the ground at $2,770 per foot—much 
nearer its true Vaiue than $2. 400. , 

The value placed on this building by Tux 
TRIBUNE, $35,000, is considered by good judges 
to beafairone. The builaing was.erecied 
by Potter Palmer, and the construction is 
exceptionally thorough. At the time the 
Iroquois Club contemplated transforming 
tne building inso a club-house a commission 
of three architects made a careful examina- 
tion and reported it worth from $35,000 to 
$40,000. One of these architects, speaking of 
the building a few days ago, gave it as his 
opinion was the building was still worth at 
least $35,000. Other good authorities agree 
in that estimate and in tne value piaced on 
the Adams street frontage. 

THE ASHLAND BLOCE [BALB. 

The most important saie of the week, and 
in fact one of the important sales for tne last 
year, was that made by Engers, Cook & Hol- 
inger Friday of the Ashland Block. The apn- 
nouncementof toe sale, the particulars of 
which were in yesterday’s TRIBUNS, and the 
act that the building is to be remodeled, was 
received with much satisfaction. The price 
which the purchaser, Alexander T. Alex- 
ander, pays Gov, Buckner is $500,000, and is 
considered by real-estate Men generally to 
be a fair one.

The properties that will into the 
handsof the syndicate include those in the 
East as wellas the West and all the large 
factories of Michigan and Wisconsin. No at- 
tempt has been made to gain control of the 
smaller plants. It isthe intention of the 
purchasers, asin the case of the breweries 
and other interests purchased by English 
syndicates in this country, to retain the pres- 
ent managers of the different plants as far 
as itis possibie. If the deal goes through, as 
now seems sure, there will be an issue of reg- 
ular stock to cover the purchase price 
and an issue of guaranteed 6 or 8 
per cent bonds. In the case of the 
purchase of the §8t. Louis breweries 
the preferred stock, which draws 8 
per cent, and the bonds were notas eagerly 
sought afteras the regular stock. In each 
case before an option was taken on a plant a 
careful investigation was made of the profits 
of the factory, and it 1s declared it was 
found that the factories would pay a larger 
per cent on the investment than any class of 
properties to which English capital has yet 
turned its attention. 

The Western Sash and Door factory, which 
has large works in this city, has been offered 
very near $2,000,000 for its plants. The com- 
pany has the largest investment of any firm 
of the kind in this country. It has plants at 
Kansas City, Muscatine, Ia., St. Joseph, 
Wichita, .ana St. Louis. Wilham Huattig 
Jr.,one of the members of the company 
and manager of the Kansas City pliant, was 
not willing to make any statement when 
asked in regard to the probabie sale of the 
plant. He said that his company had given 
no option. When asked if the management 
would remain the same if the plant-was sold 
to the syndicate he stated that it would, * but 
where did you get your information in regard 
to the syndicate?” 

The Huttig pliant is the only one that the 
syndicate desires which it has not already 
tied up by options, and it is known that the 
firm will not stand in the way of the deal. 
With the five plants owned by the Huttigs 
the syndicate will gain control of forty sash, 
door, and blind factories. The Western 
Sash and Door factory is the only plant in 
Kansas City which figures in the deal. 

Mr. Underwood is one of the men who 
managed the purchase of the St. Louis brew- 
eries by which $12,500,000 worth of brewer 
property passed into the hands of an English 
syndicate, and has promoted many other 
large enterprises involving the investment 
of English money.

INSCRIPTIONS AT THE ART INSTITUTE. 


Some Grotesque Mistakes Are Made in the 
Upinion of a Correspondent. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 30.—[Editor of The Tribune.]—I 
wish to bring to your notice an error in the de- 
scriptions of metal work in the Chicago Art In- 
stitute which is extremely grotesque and is 
causing some comment. lam not the only one 
who has remarked it, and it seems to me that if 
this institute is to fulfill its mission it must be 
above the educational plane of visitors and not 
below them. There is a case of electro reproduc- 
tions of ancient silverware foundat Hildesbeim. 
in Germany, and at some point in Normandy, 
France. Itisto- the latter that I wish to call 
your attention. There are nine pieces, entitled 
the Bernay treasure, and the more important of 
these are labeled as Greco-Roman and of the 
fourth century B. C. As a matter of fact they 
are Gallo-Roman ana of the fourth century after 
Christ. There is no mistaking th* fact because 
the inscriptions on them are in the Latin lan- 
guage and of the degenerate form of that epoch. 
There nhever Was any Greco-Roman metal work, 
for the Roman taste had been formed by the Etru- 
rians, and they considered Greek work inferior, 
as it reaily was. Greek sculptors made portrait 
statues of Roman Emperors in metal, but their 
bronze Was so bad that the best of them are in 
brass. The difference between the two styles 
was marked. Greek metai work was in repoussé; 
Roman workin appliqué. That is to say, the 
ornaments werein high relief, were cast sepa- 
rately. and were soldered on to the body of the 


object. 

bat it will be said that three of these objects 
in the Bernay treasure are not in the Gallo- 
Roman style, but arein low relief obtained by 
repoussé. Two ofthem are, but these happen 
to be precisely those that are afflictea with Latin 
inscriptions in degenerated characters. From 
these we learn that the vessels were votive offer- 
ings to a temple of Mercury. But the names are 
‘most peculiar. One is Caius Domitius Jutus, 
which can only be transiated Caius Domitius, 
the Jute. The other is a votive offering trom an 
individual who styles himself Kanetonessicus 
Propertius Secundus, Which, it seems to we, 
must be transiated P. 8S. of Kaneton Ness or 
Headiand. Now this is Saxon. ln the fourth 
century after Christ this territory was occupied 
by Saxons, and was calied officially in Roman 
nomenciature the Saxon shore of Gaul. There 
was another Saxon shorein Flanders, or, as tne 
Rom calied it, Beigica Secunda. There was 
still a third Saxon shore in Britannia, which ex- 
tended from Norfolk to Sussex, including that 
most ancient city London, as Ammianus Marce!)- 
linus terms it, and he was a Roman historian of 
the fourth century after Christ. precisely the 
epoch to which these objects belong. The most 
eminent writers who have studied tnese obscure 
centuries during which Britannia was changed 
into England—Lappenberg, Thorpe, and Kemple 
—have advanced unshris $y the theory that 
Carausius, who made himself independent Em- 
eror of Britannia in the time of Diocletian and 
aximian, was the man who invited the Saxons 
to settle in England and Armorica, and that the 
Saxon shores date from his time—the end of the 
third century. We seem to bave in these vessels 
@ proof that the Romans did not expel them 
when the mutiny of Carausius had been sup- 
ressed, and that there was & steady, peaceful 
mmigration of Saxons, with whom vere Jutes, 
during the succeeding century of Roman occupa- 
tion. Apparently they adopted the Roman sys- 
tem of hving and conformed to Roman religious 

observances, at least edger a 
But it is a fair question whether this temple of 
Mercury to which Jute and Saxon brought their 
offerings was notin reality a temple of the Saxon 
Woden. th Cwsarand Tacitus identified 
oden as being the same as Mercury, and the 
fact that both were the guardians of the lana- 
marks of real estaie shows that they were cor- 
rect in doing so. But Woden as the guardian of 
marks or boundaries was calied Marowulf, the wolf 
of the mark, and Mercurius evidently means the 
marker, which is strong corroborative evidence.

This even Dr. Depew concedes; all 
of which is tantamount toa confession that 
New York ic not trying to get the Fair on 
its merits. 


Matrers have reached that pass where it 
makes little practical difference whether the 
Presbyterian General Assemobly revises the 
Confession of Faith next year or the year 
after. It is now on record that there is a 
radical division of sentiment between the 
laity and a goodly portion of the preachers 
and the rest of the ministers of that sect.

It 1s only a question of time and 
evolution when the latter will fade out of 
existence, for the sinmple reason. that the oc- 
cupants of the pews, having learned that it 
is not heretical to have the milder doctrines 
preached to them, will insist on them alone, 
because more in harmony with man’s concep- 
tion of right and justice, and, as they hold 
the purse strings, they will be sure to get 
them.

THE FUTURE DOMINANT RACES. 
A London dispatch announcing the appear- 
ance of Sir Charles Dilke’s new book, “The 
Problems of Great Britain,” says: 


In this work the author expresses the belief 
that the world in the future will be divided 
among the Anglo-Saxon, Russian, and Chinese 
races, France, he says, may.grow to be a great 
military and naval wer, and Germany may 
also acquire a great navy as well as a great army, 
besides amassing tremendous wealth, but so 
rapid is the increase of Great Britain and Amer- 
ica in strength ana riches that before the next 
century 1s ended the French and German nations 
are likely to appear little more than pigmies be- 
side tbe h and Americans or the Russians. 
Sir Charles thinks that tne Chinese in expanding 
the limits of their population across the seas will 
tend to fali under the influence of India and the 
British colonies, and so become a powerful factor 
in the great civilization of the world and one of 
the greatest domihant Powers. 


One of the principal causes of the remarka- 
ble increase in gli directiona of the Anglo- 
Saxon race is its commercial supremacy and 
ite development in countries that were open 
to it, where it has the great advantage of ab- 
sorbing cther races. In the United States it 
does not grow altogether from the accretions 
of its own race, Dut also from the absorption 
of others. re are some of the older Ger- 
mans, Scandinavians, Italians, and Slavs 
who speak their own tongues, but the great 
majority learn English, and the younger 
ones quickly amalgamate. A boy who comes 
here under 18 hardly comes of age before he 
1s talking English, and children coming into 
this country under 12 pick it up still sooner. 
Thus the process of fusion is very rapid. 
Hence the Anglo-Saxon or Celto-Saxon race 
in this country has been reinforced by the 
Teutonic, including the German, Austrian, 
most of the Swiss, the Holianders, and tne 
Scandinavians of Denmark, Sweden, and 
Norway. Even the Afro-Americans them- 
selves are becoming Anglicized. North of 
us in the Canadian provinces the French for 
120 years have refused to learn to speak 
English, but curiously enough as soon as they 
come into New England they begin speaking 
it within a year. The Bohemians are com- 
posed of Czechs or Slavs and Ger- 
mans, and in their own country refuse 
to learn each other’s language and have vio- 
lent national antipathies, but as soon as they 
come over here both begin to study the En- 
gush language and the younger ones are soon 
talking it. Even the Chinese pick up English, 
though they share one lingual defect with 
Majah Jones of St. Louis. They cannot mas- 
ter the “r,” though they are better off than 
the Majah, since they turn it ito “1,” while 
the Majah has to drop it entirely. 

In the West Indies a million of people, 
mostly blacks, are speaking English. The 
Germans who are pouring into Australia in 
large numbers are learning it. In South Af- 
rica the English tongue prevails, and in 
North Africa even the fellahs of Egypt are 
picking up a littie of it. It has taken deep 
root in India, where millions of the natives 
are learning to speak it, and is becoming com 
mon in Javan in the cities among the business 
classes. It 1s quite commonly spoken among 
the educated people in Germany, and is 
taught in the academies. The French resist 
it more than any other European nation, its 
use being confined toa few Paris shopkeep- 
ers, hotelkeepers, and couriers. 

This marvelous growth and spread of En- 
giish is due, therefore, not so much to the 
natural increase of the Ceito-Saxon race as 
to its capacity for absorbing and influencing 
other races. In the United States there are 
about 68,000,000 persons speaking English; in 
England, 96,000,000; in Canada, 3,500,000; 
in the West Indies, 1,000,000; in Australia, 
8,000,000; and probably between two and 
three millions more in India and scattered 
about in various countries who speak it. In 
round numbers, about 110,000,000 people are 
talking English. The number of all the Rus- 
sians, including the Poles, who speak tneir 
Blavic language, is about 80,000,000, 
Toe number of those speaking Germac 


| is about 60,000,000, of whom 47,000,000 aré in 


the German Empire, 10,000,000 in Austria, 
1,000,000 in Switzerland, and two millions 
im this country. The French-speaking popu- 
lation of the world is about 40,000,000, but it 
is increasing very slowly, as there is no nat- 
ural French growth except in Lower Canada.

American ports. In commerce, manufact- 
ures, shipping, industries of all kinds, and 
general progress the Celto-Saxon race on 
the one hand and the Russian on the other 
will dominate the earth, and of these two 
the race that has provided the world with 
the railroad, the steamship, the telegraph, 
the steam engine, the cotton gin, the sewing 
machine, the printing power press, and 
most of the other great industrial invenwons 
will be the first, making its way not by con- 
quest of arms but by conquest of infiuence 
and brain power. Itwillconstantly be rein- 
forcedin art and science, numbers,and vigor- 
ous thought, from the great German tribes in 
Europe, asthe Teuton fuses naturally and 
easily with the Anglo-Saxon. 


BREAKING A QUORUM—A COURT DECISION. 

Among common-sense men there is a gen- 
eral agreement that if aman is abié to at- 
tend the sessions of the body to which he 
belongs and thereby makes a quorum that 
that quorum cannot be broken through his 
refusal to vote, and that a journal which under 
such circumsiances says a majority of the 
body is not present teils a lie. 

Congress is given power by the Consttu- 
tion to compel the.attendance of absent 
members. That was in order that a quorum 
might be had. But that grant of power 
would be empty and meaningless were it 
held that a member iawtiully arrested 
on the Speaker’s warrant, in Washington or 
away from it, and forcibly brought into the 
hall of the House of Rapresentatives couid, 
by simply refusing to answer to his name, 
be as potent to break a quorum as if he were 
a thousand miles away. The framers of the 
Constitution designed that provision about 
compellmg the attendance of members to 
mean something. It would be a barren 
grantif the ruling were sustained that a 
member who will not answer to his name is 
physically present, but must be taken to be 
absent for all legisiative purposes. 

Coarts are in the habit of dealing sensibly 
with questions of this character, as is shown 
by a decision of the Supreme Court of In- 
diana which covers the very point involved 
in Reed’s ruling: 


The question was brought before the courtin 
the case of the Rushville Gas company against 
the City of Rushville. Members of the Couscil 
of that city refused to vote on a report recom- 
mending the purchase of an electric light plant, 
The meeting at which this report was made was 
attended by all the members of the Common 
Council and all who votea in favor of the resolu- 
tion, The question arose on the ciaim that three 
of the members present declined to vote and the 
resolution was not legally adopted. 

The court held that if there is a quorum pres 
ent and a majority of the quorum vote in favor 
of a measure it will prevail, although an equal 
number should refrain from voting. It is not 
the majority of the whole number of members 
present that is required. All thatis requisite is 
&@ majority of the number of members requirea 
to constitute a quorum. If there had been four 
members of the Common Council present, and 
three had voted for the resolution ana one had 
voted against it, or had not voted at all, no one 
could hesitate to affirm that the resolution was 
duly passed, and it can make no difference 
whether four or six members were present, 
since itis always the vote of the majority of the 


{ quorum that is effective. The mere presence of 


inactive members does not impair the right of 
the majority of the quorum to proceed with the 
business of the body. If members present desire 
to defeat a measure they must vote against it, 
for inaction will not accomplish their purpose. 
Their silence is acquiescence rather than oppo- 
sition. Their refusdl to vote is, in effect, a deo- 
laration that they consent, that the majority of 
the quorum may act forthe body of which they 
are wem bers, 

It would not benefit the appellant if we should 
hold that the Councilmen present and not voting 
did, in effect, oppose the resolution, and certain- 
ly tne utmost that can with the faintest tinge of 
epee | be claimed is that their votes must 

e counted as against the resolution. It is in- 
conceivabie that their silence should . be 
allotted greater force than their active 
opposition would have been entitled to bad it 
been manifested. If we should assume that 
their votes are to be counted against the resolu- 
aon then the Mayor had the casting vote, and he 
gave itin favorof the measure by deciaring the 
resolution edopted. This is expressly decided in 
Small vs. Oune, but we think that the law is as 
stated by Wilcock and that the members present 
and not voting assented to the adoption of the 
resolution. 


* Silence gives assent.”” The presence of 
Messrs. Springer, Carlisle, Bynum, Crisp, 
Breckinridge, etc., on the floor of the House, 
coupied with their failure to vote tor or 
against the approval of the journal or some 
similar mowon, may be taken as indicating 
that they were in favor of it, but did not 
take the trouble to vote because the majority 
was already large enough, or that they did not 
care whether it carried or not, and left the 
decision to others. Speaker Reed is exactly 
right, therefore, in counting thom as part of 
@ quorum, and he will do it though they howl 
themselves hoarse indenunciation. The ma- 
jority have aright to rule in this country, 
and the minority present in their seats must 
not be allowed to nullify it by playing dummy 
when the clerk calls their names. 


THE SEWAGE RUNNING INTO THE LAKE. 

A considerabie current is setting from the 
river into the lake, polluting the waters of 
the one with the sewage of the other. With 
a westerly wind blowing instead of an east- 
erly one, that disease-breeding filth wouid be 
at the crib in a short time, poisoning the 
drinking water of the people. Causes not 
creditable to the administration have de- 
layed the completion of the work which had 
to be done at the canal pumps, so that they 
will not be in operation before the middle of 
ttis month, if then. It is safe to take the 
promises of the present city officers with a 
liberal discount. 

But when that work is done and the pumps 
are set going again they can throw but 40,000 
cubic feet a minute into the canal. The 
State has ordered that the city pump not less 
than 60,000, and moreif necessary. It is nec- 
essary that there shouid be 80,000 feet a minute 
pumped, ard the canal will hold that much. 
But where isthe machinery with which to 
ao it? 

In view of the gravity of the situation it is 
proper to ask the Council what it is doing to 
provide the means for the speedythrowing into 
the canal of that adaitional 40,000 feet. What 
is that committee doing which has charge of 
the subject? What is the Mayor doing? 
Has he beer to Milwaukee und looked at the 
wheel-pump there, which does such good and 
such cheap work? if not, bas he sent any of 
his engineers to examine it? Has he given 
an order to anybody for additional ma- 
chinery, or has he recommended to the 
Council that one be given? 

He has spent all the time since he came 
into office in finding places for his henchmen 
and political retainers, and in providing offi- 
ces for his own family—sons-in-law, nephews, 
sons, and cousins. He has bestowed on them 
offices which are worth more than $30,000 a 
year. Is not that enough! Is it not time to 
call @ halt and to begin doing something tor 
a city menaced with pestilence? With sew- 
age that may any day reach the crib it ceases 
to be the imperative duty of the Mayor to 
hunt up places for saloon gradvates or the 
members of his housenold.

keeping gaming-houses. Some of them have 
been convicted before, and if found guilty 
this time will stand a chance of going te the 
peniteatiary. Those individuals, it is under- 
stood, have left town, and will notrun the 
risk of a trial. , 

Besides finding these indictments the grand 
jury bas put on record its opinion of the pres- 
ent city administration as far as the gam- 
bling question is concerned. It says that 
gambling could be * instantly stopped if the 
city administration so desired it.” 
ly the jurors believe that what Mayor Roche 
did Mayor Cregier could do if he pleased. 
They say also: “The Mayor and Chief of 
“ Police both heartily agreed to give us help, 
“but none was forthcoming. It is to be 
“hoped they will lend more hearty assist- 
“ance when the cases come up for trial.” It 
isexceedingly doubtful. Judge Longenecker 
will have to paddle his canoe alone, with no 
help from the City-Hall, which is controlled 
by the gamblers. 

While what the jury says is true and 
sévere, it would have done better to let its 
“moral indictment” drop and return an in- 
dictment against the Mayor for his neglect 
of duty. If he could, as the jurors say, stop 
gambling instantly, but does not because he 
does not desire to, he is untrue to his oath of 
office and ought to beindicted. Evidently 
the jurors did not have the courage of their 
convictions, 

They have done well as far as they have 
gone—better than was expected of them— 
but they have not closed one gaming-house. 
The men whom they have indicted, who 
dare not stand trial, will run their houses by 
proxy. Those who have never been tried 
will keep on running their houses personally. 
There will be more indictments on the Crimi- 
nal Court docket, but there will not be a 
gaming-house the less. That is not the fault 
of the jury butof tne administration. Cen- 
sures from pulpit, press, and citizens have 
not stung it into the performance of its duty, 
and afew words of reproach froma grand 
jury will not. But an indictment might have 
set the Mayor to thinking. 


ANYTHING TO BEAT CHICAGO 

The other day Congressman Frank, ove of 
the St. Louis members, came out plump and 
said that if his city could fot get the World’s 
Fair he wasin favor of killing the whole 
project, so as to make sure that Chicago did 
not getit. It was apparent from what he 
said that, as far as he was concerned, St. 
Louis was a competitor for the Fair only for 
the purpose of killing off Chicago. Doubt- 
less this is the only thing which moved 
Majah Jones to take the interest in the mat- 
ter he has done, The hatred he entertains 
for a loyal city is so great that he will go to 
any iength to gratify it. But the. ma- 
lignant feelings of this professional Se- 
cessionist from Georgia oor Florida 
are shared by few of the business- 
men of St. Louis. Interviews with a large 
number of them, from Mayor Noonan down, 
show that they disapprove of che course of 
their Congressman and the pians of their 
Secession Majah. A large majority of them 
are first and foremostin favor of holding the 
Exposition in the West. If their own «city 
cannot get it then they are willing it shouid 
be held in Chicago. They repudiate the idea 
that there is any such rivalry between the 
two cities as should lose the Fair to the 
West and they laugh to scorn that me- 
dieval notion that whatever benefits one 
place must needs hurt every other. They 
think that if they get the Fair their city will 
be benefited the most, and it Chicago gets it 
Fa will profit considerably; while, if New 

ork were to get it, they would lose nothing, 
but their gain would be infinitesimal. There- 
fore they are not for New York and have no 
sympathy with the narrow-minded, malig- 
nant Majah Jones. 


CAPITAL SHOULD MAKE A PROFIT. 

Many of those who have read Mr. Bel- 
lamy’s “Utopia”? and think that its perusal 
has made them political economists are teil- 
ing those whom they can get to listen that 
most of the poverty, misery, and crime which 
exist on earth, drunkenness included, are due 
to the one fact that capital is allowed to 
make a profit, or is permitted, as the Social- 
ists call it, to “exploit labor.” For the sys- 
tem which permits that they want to substi- 
tute one where production shall just equal 
consumption, where every man shail con- 
sume all he earns as he goes along, and there 
sha)l be nothing left over at the end of the 
year. This, they say, would stop overpro- 
duction and give work to all. They want 
that blissful state of things where man’s ex- 
penditures exactly equal his earnings, and 
he stands at the end of the year just where 
he did at the beginning, except that he is 
twelve months older. 

It is possible that there are some of these 
individuals who believe that the profits of 
capital are spent by owners in riotovs living. 
Their ideal of a millionaire is one who eats 
and drinks about a thousand times as much 
as & man of moderate means. Butso far from 
this being true, the greater portion of the 
profits of capital is converted as soon as ob- 
tained into the means of employing mcre 
labor and ‘consequently of increasing pro- 
duction. It goes into mills and factories, 
houses and offices, boilers and machinery, 
the payment of wages, the purchase of raw 
material, and the construction or extension 
of railroads. The capitalist who makes but 
@ small profit is obliged to use up all his sur- 
plus funds in the repairing and maintenance 
of the plant he already owns. The one who 
is more fortunate enlarges his, and to do so 
must employ more workmen. 

On the average, one business with another, 
it takes an investment of @ thousand doliars 
in plant to furaish work to one person. In 
some kinds of business it requires much 
more, ia others less. Uniess existing plants 
are enlarged or new ones established and a 
larger supply of crude materials bought 
there can be no employment for additional 
labor, and the competition for work by the 
increasing body of laborers cuts down the 
wages previously paid. If one of these 
much-abused “captains of industry,” hike 
Armour, or Pullman, or McUormick, or 
Schuttler, ot Potter, makes one or five hun- 
dred thousand dollars of net profit in a year 
he does not spend it on his clothes, his fooa, 
or his drink; nor does he let it lie idle, but, 
spurred on by his spirit of acquisitiveness, 
he usés it in additions to his plant which 
necessitate the hiring of one or five 
hundred more men, and he thus fur- 
nishes employment to a portion of that ad- 
dition to the army of laborers which is made 
every year—a surplus of labor which can be 
utilized only when it is brought into working 
relations with the surpius profits of capitai. 
The next year if Mr. Armour makes out of 
his total investment a net profit of $500,000 he 
enlarges his Diant stiil and seis 500 ad- 
diuuonal men at work. It be selfishness 
or ambition that makes him do it, but it is a 
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nished the means of subsistence to a human 


being. 

lt has always been an article of faith 
among sensible people that every man 
should spend a littie less than he earned. It 
is even more necessary that a nation should 
doit. Itis only by the slow savings, year 
by year, of the past decades that this country 
has reached the prosperity it has, The 


saved-up surplus of one year bas been con- | 


verted into a means of production in the 
next, and has kept on growing after tne 
fashion of money put out at compound inter- 
est. Were the United States to abandon 
that practice, and were it to succeed in secur- 
ing a coincidence of production and con- 
sumption, so that it should cease to have 
surpluses, it would remain statiopary for @ 
time, and then would gradually begin siip- 
ping backward twill it siumped into the condi- 
tion of China. Wages would fall and exist 
ence become more precarious. 


MAJORITIES MUST GOVERN, NOT MINOR- 
ITIES. 


The factious, snarling, revolutionary Dem- 
ocrats of the House of Representatives per- 
sist in their ugly fight in behalf of the prin- 
cipie that a minority shall, under certain cir- 
cumstances, have a veto on legislation and 
shail lay down laws to the majority; that the 
minority, being present and refusing to vote, 
shall have more power than it would have if 


it voted. 


They appeal to precedents. They are numer- 
ous. Each party has made them, and each 
in turn has taken advantage of them. As 
Congressman McKinley, a Republican, said 
Thursday: 


He was not saying that the Democrats were 
doing differently from what the Republican 
party had done for years, He himself had stood 

ere and filibustered day after day in silence, re- 
fusing to vote; but he could not now recall that 
be had ever done it froma bigh, or a noble, or 
& worthy purpose [applause]. and there bad 
never been atime fe could remember that he 
had not felt ashamed of himself. [Applause.] 
Not only bad that been his feeling in the past, 
but if gentlemen would be honest with them- 
selves and with each other they would remember 


on account of personal pique. But no minorit 
hadever carried on filibustering that was not 
afterwards ashamed of the whole proceeding. 
This mode of stopping legislation had never been 
though: of by the framers of the Constitution.

When this vicious practice of the silent veto 
by the minority was first introduced no one 
imagined how it would spread or what evils 
would flow from it. Since that day it has in- 
fected legislation every where—at State Cap- 
itais as at Washington. It has been carried 
to a point where it has paralyzed the Na- 
tional Goverament. When such results are 
seen to follow a ruling it is time to abandon 
it, though it haa been the practice of legisila- 
tive bodies from the days of Runnymede. 

No reason can be assigned for a practice 
which reverses the American rule of govern- 
ment—that majorities must control and that 
minorities must submit. If minorities are to 
rule in the House provide that it shall be the 
case everywhere, and: that that side which 
has the fewest votes at a town meeting 
shali be declared successful. A member of 
the House may not like the measures pro- 
posed by the majority. [f so he can talk 
against them and vote against them, 
and if he is beaten and thinks the 
country has gone to the dogs he can re- 
sign and jet bis constituents send some one 
eise who will have more influence than he 
had. He was sent to Washington to taik 
and vote, but not to sit dumb in his place 
that he may defeat a quorum to do business 
and biock the wheels of legislation.

THE GROWTH OF AMERICAN CITIES. 

Prof. A. B. Hartof Harvard Coliege has 
contributed an article to the Quarterly Jour- 
nal of Hconomics entitled “The Rise of 
American Cities,” the carefully prepared 
statistics of which cannot fail to surprise 
even those who have studied the subject. 
Prof. Hart shows by his figures that the 
rapid growth of cities in thie country has 
occurred within the last forty years. The 
whole country in the century ending in 1890 
has increased its popuiatuon sixteen times, 
but the city population in that period has in- 
creased 160 times. Prof. Hart illustrates 
this by showing that in 1850 there were 85 
cities with an average population of 35,000, 
in 1860 141, in 1870 226, and in 1880 286, the 
average being 39,500. At this rate of prog- 
ress this year probably one-third of the 
people of this country are living in cities, 

In searching for the causes of this remark- 
abie increase Prof. Hart locates the most 
prominent one in the great increase of for- 
eign-born residents. Upon this point he 
says: 


In other words, the cities and towns, which 
have but a fourth of the population, have. more 
than half the foreigners. The proportion is even 
more startiing as we compare groups of cities. 
The general proportion of 27 per cent holds good 
for the medium cities of from 75,000 to 200,000, 
taken together; while the smalier cities, from 
75,000 to 40,000, average only 24 per cent. This is 
made up by the fact that the large cities of 200,- 
QUWand upward attract a number relatively so 
much larger that 82 per cent of their popuiation 
is foreign born. In single large cities we find in 
Boston 30 per cent in 1 and 35 per cent in 1885, 
40 per cent in New York, 45 per cent in San Fran- 
cisco, and-.as high or a higher proportion in Chi- 
cago. This foreign elementis the more impor- 
tant if we regard the average age of individ- 
uals. Thus in Boston in 1685 there were 275,000 
American-born persons and only 182,000 foreign 
born, but the native adults were but QUO, 
while the foreign-born aduits were 120,000, n- 
sidering that of the natives a large number were 
of foreign parentage, the adults of native par- 
entage are probably in the minority. 


Prof. Hart has presented without question 
avery accurate diagnosis of his case, but 
how is it to be remedied and how is the prob- 
lem of municipal government, which is made 
all the more difficult by this steady foreign 
influx, to be solved? It is evident that the 
source of municipal growth cannot be stopped 
up. Underour laws and policy of goverr- 
ment we cannot well prevent immigration so 
long as it is not antagonistic to our laws and 
does not endanger society, noris there any 
way of diverting the stream from urban to 
suburban or rural communities. It is free 
to go where it chooses and it flows steadily 
into the cities. With the axceptuon of acom- 
paratively few Germans and Scandinavians 
immigrants come straight to the cities and 
stay thére, and the larger the cities the more 
they have of them, which accounts for the 
increasing ‘percentages of Chicago, New 
York, Boston, and Philadelphia. But 
while we cannot stop the growth 
it is possible to regulate it and so bring the 
new elementinto closer affiliations with the 
native. This process of assimilawon is go- 
ing on all the time, but it might be expedited 
and made still more complete. So long as 
tLese thousands of foreigners continue pour- 
ing over here, bringing with them foreign 
habits, ideas, political sentiments, and ways 
of thinking and acting, it is the duty of the 
State to correct them as far as is possible 
and Americanize them. The political dangers 
to our system can be checked by schemes of 
ballot reform, like the Australian, which will 
prevent corrupt demagogues from utilizing 
the ignorant and un-American portion at the 
ballot-box for partisan purposes, as was done 
recently by the Montana Democrats, for in.

chances. But we ask those who are startied 
by this objection to watch minutely the 
course of the narration, and then to state at 
what point it is that, according to their no- 
tion of probability, the authoress ought to 
have made Elien Middieton inform against 
herself. 

“We make this demand because where 
weighty results nave arisen from small begin- 
nings and are regarded in the gross they look 
improbable; but when we examine the detail 
we find each partisin keeping with funda- 
mental laws, and, therefore, the whole is like- 
wise. Many great works of architecture may 
look airy and insecure to the distant spectator, 
while those who have investigated the parts 
of the structure and successively considered 
their relations will know them to be other- 
wise. And we have not yet heard a case in 
any Manner made good to show that there is 
a serious flaw in the moral continuity of 
Elien Middleton’s conduct or consequently to 
impeach the results to which it leads; to 1m- 
peach them, of course, We mean as regards 
their due subordination to the law of proba 
bility. Butit this be so, then the circum- 
stances that we ure startled by mentaily, 
comparing the minuteness of the original 
cause with the magnitude of the fina) effect, 
may be ratherin the nature of a presumption 
in favor of the skill and power of the work 
than of proof against it. 

“ Again, it has been said that the charac- 
ters of the book are unamiabie; that Ellen 
repels more than she attracts. But it is no 
reproach to the painter if, instead of daubing 
his vanvas with masses of color, cold and 
warm, in violent contrast, he follows nature 
in the inexplicable biending of her myriad 
shades,

the rigor with 
which virtue is grasped becomes a snare to 
man when infiexibie judgments are based 
upon fallible perceptions and imperfect 
knowledge; to develop truths like these, that 
have in varying degrees a close practical 
relation tothe daily livesof us ali, is the 
work of a higher vocation and ofa more ac- 
complished artist than to deal out vices and 
excellences wholesale and working only by 
means of the brutal or the heroic; to avoid 
that intermediate region in which we live 
and learn. Nor will the readers of “Eiien 
Middleton” find that in its pages fascination 
is cast around the indulgence of morbid 
tempers, or that the phantoms ot goodness 
are decked out in the praise which belongs 
to its reality; but the lines of truth and 
righteousness are faithiuliy and severely 
drawn, and the eternal march of the divine 
law of retribution forms the fundamental) 
harmony of the book.”’

Bagamoyo, 

We all arrived at Bagamoyo about noon of 
Wednesday, Dec. 4 Capt. Wissmann was 
indignant at my success in overcoming his 
elaborate arrangements to keep me back. 

I had, as I said in my last lettér, been re- 
fused permission to ieavye the coast, as I in- 
tended to doin the execution of my mission 
to meet Staniey up the country. 

I went to Mpwapwa in spite of the absurd 
attem pts to restrict my movements, and spent 
several days with Stanley, Emin Pasha, and 
their companions. 

Returning here I found that Wissmann 
had ordered the peopie of Bagamoyo not to 
give me shelter under penalty of arrest and 
imprisonment. 

I was therefore compelled to take refuge 
on board H. M. 8. Turquoise. 

Mine was probably the first case on record 
of Africans being ordered by a European to 
turn a white man cut of their houses into the 
broiling sun of an African noon in a barbar- 
ous country. 

I was cordially’received and hospitably 
entertained by Capt. Brackenbury and the 
officers under his command. 

“I will protect you, of course,” 
Brackenbury. “Americans in distress are 
always welcome aboard the Turquoise.’’ 

That sane evening during a big champagne 
dinner to Stanley and Emin at Wissmann’s 
house the Pasha had just proposed and drank 
the health of Kaiser Wilhelm when his peo- 
ple appeared outside and began to tom-tom 
and shout. 

The dining-room wasin the upper story. 
Emin went to an open windevw to greet his 
peopie, and all unconscious that the window 
was oneof those death-traps of an Arab 
house, a mere hole in the wall, stepped out 
and fell headiong thirty feet to the ground.

The Hon. F. W. Durant of Minnesota i ‘Tatks 
Upon @ Point in the Timber Depreda- 
tions! Hitherto Untouched by the Press 
—How People on the Pine Lands Have 
Come to Regard Tt as a Legitimate 
Business—Federal Supervision—Fores 

Laws. ; 


Sheridan*] The Hon! E. W. Durant, the Minnesota 


lumberman, said to a reporter who called on 
hini. at uie Tremont House last evening: 

‘Phere is one side of the Government 
timber question which the press of the coun- 
try has thus far failed to touch upon and 
which must be understood before the depre- 
dations on the public timber land can 
be stopped. I refer to the light in 
which the appropriation of Government 


timber is regarded by the public in the pine 
regions of the Northwest. When te first 
settiers came to Minnesota and Wisconsin 
timber was looked upon as. public property. 
Without doubt this was oneof wie great 
factors in the development of these States. 
The freedom enjoyed by the early settiers in 
this respect was our first source of wealth. 

“Forty years ago, when I first went into 
the lumber business, there were logging 
camps located al! along the Black, Chippewa, 
and St Croix Rivers during winter time, 
which made no pretense of cutting 
anything but Government timber. The land 
through which these rivers run has now been 
largely taken up, the little remaining to the 
Government being so closely watched that 
= opportunity for purloing is practically 
nil, 

“Tt was the same wayin all the States. 
When lilinois was: first settied the right of 
the settiers to cut timber for their houses 
and fences and fuel was not questioned. 
From this to cutting for the market is but 
a short step and one which at first met with 
no resistance. With the gradual growth of 
population the lands were taken up and the 
opportunity in this direction destroyed. 

ith us the land 1s net yet settied and the 
people obey their natural impuises. 

* jhe recent trouble has been in regard to 
the Indian reservations. The same history 
has been repeated on ali of them. ihe 
Mille-Lacs, Lake, and Court d’Oreille 
previous to becoming Indian reservations 
were rich fields for the lumberman. When 
the Indians iearned tneir rights they insisted 
on them and the Goverament forbade any 
but Indians to cut from their lands. The 
white men’s camps, however, are numer- 
ous on all these reservations, arrangements 
being made with the Indians to cut the trees 
and to pretend to do the logging, payment 
for the logs ana labor being made in supplies 
from the stores. 

NOTHING OUT OF THE WAY. 

“These conditions have established the 
custom among our people of looking upon 
the cuttme of Government tamber not 
as a crime but as a _ilegitimate 
means of livellngg Thus itis, even today, 
that lumbermen #n the Northwest whose in- 
tegrity is beyond queswon, when it is found 
that their operauions have encroached on 
Government iand, after paying the ‘stump- 
age’ neither feel guilty of a reprenhensibie 
act nor are so regarded by the public. 

“To illustrate: The first complaint against 
the practice was made alongin the ’9U’s. A 
brother of President Millard Fillmore was 
sent out from Washington as. Government 
agent to investigate their complaints. 
After determining what timber had been 
illegally cut he fixed the ‘stumpage’ at 13% 
cents per 1,000 feet—an absurdly low rating 
when logs were worth at least $in the market. 

“Mr. illmore was of course largely gov- 
erned by- public sentiment, which, as I say, 
has always countenanced the appropriation 
of Government tamber. The settiers would 
not have feit more badly treated if the Gov- 
ernment bad set a price on the grass their 
stock nibbled from the prairies, 

“It is hardly ten years since [ heard one 
of Minnesota’s most eminent jurists, a man 
who at the time had the confidence of the 
people and now holds an important position in 
the councils of the Nation, make Lhe assertion 
in court that he much questioned the right 
of the Government to the timber. He even 
went so far asto claim that the title to the 


trees on the public lana in the . State 
of Minnesota did not vest in the 
Government, on the ground that the 
treaties accompanying the purchase 


of Louisiana and the Northwestern Territory 
did not provide for the Federal ownership in 
the timber, claiming that the Indians were 
the natural owners, being the first occupants, 
and questioning whether the settiers, havin 
been allowed to settie by the Indians, bh 
not a rigut to the timber.” 

FEDERAL SUPERVISION. 

“What do you think of the proposed adop- 
tion of a system of Federal supervision of 
forest lands?” 

“A wholesome system of forestry laws 
will soon become absolutely necessary. It is 
conceded by scientists the world over that 
the spoliation of the forestlands will have a 
great. climatic effect on this country. 
One of the most effective branches of such a 
systém is the awarding of premiums for tree 
culture. Laws providing for such awards 
now exist in Minnesota ana Dakota 
and many of the Western States. A 
well-enforced Federal provision of this 
kind would be of immense benefit. 
Heretofore soft coal has been pientiful and 
easily and cheaply mined in the pine lands. 
When it becomes scarce and expensive the 
consumption of wood will mcrease greatly 
and some restrictions will be absoiutely 
necessary.”’ 

“What would be the effectof forestry 
laws on the lumber business?” 

“They would benefitit. There is at pres- 
ent an enormous waste of timber. And 
when a pine forest is cut it’s gone, and you 
can’t restore it. Jt is notlike arable land, 
which after being cultivated for several 
years, regains it’s strength by lying fallow 
for a couple of years. If every 
man with 1,000 acres of forest land were 
permitted to cut but 500 the lumber business 
all over the country would improve. There 
are now 50 per cent more trees being cut each 
year than are needed, with the result that 
the market is flooded. 

“A new element is rapidly becoming 
prominent in the business. The southern 
long-ieaf pine, including that from Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
and Arkansas, is coming into competition 
with the northern wood, Just westof the 
Mississippi River the fir of Oregon 
and the redwood of California 
meet the southern and northern pines 
in active competition in the same markets. 
This has given rise to extended ownership in 
pine lands by individuals and syndicates, 
and while there has never yet been a lumber 
trust the indications are that there ‘will be 
one s00n unless some other force comes up 
to limit the output of logs. 

“* These heavy holders would strongly sup- 
port the proper forestry laws, for the reason 
that they would reduce the annual cut of 
trees. Itis to weir interest to protect the 
Government timber in order to increase the 
value of their own.”

In 1839 Mr. Smith 

started a banking house. and this was the 


tirst legitamately conducted bank ever estab- 


lished in Chicago... . It was not until 


1860 that his career as the leading banker of 


the West came to anend. George Smith’s 


success was mainly due to the soundness of 


his judgment, to his indemitable energy, and 
to his ability to select abie and taithful agents. 

“In the early days Aiexander Mitchell, 
who has since become noted as the most saga- 
cious and successful financier in the North- 
west, was of great service to him.” 

Solomon Sturges took- George Smith & 
Co.’s old banking house. In 1864 the “ Nortb- 
western National Bank” was started under 
the presidency of Solomon’s son George, 
who has controlled it from that day to this, 
when it owns $1,000,000 in United States 
bonds and $000,000 in ready money. This is 
considerably over half its tiabilities—proba- 
bly a greater proportion of “cash means” 
than is carried by any baok in the country.

No man can do a fair day’s work between 9 
a.m. and 3 p. m., no matter how smart he 
may be.”. This is about as sensible as it 
would be to measure the task of running a 
railway by olg2erving how long the ticket- 
office.is kept en. The counter business of 
a bank is merely the result of its labor, not 
the labor itself. e work of the banker 
begins before the doors are opened and con- 
tinues until the last bit of correspondence, 
computauon, calculation, bookkeeping, bal- 
ancing, deliberation, inspection, and what- 
not is completed—often till midnight or 
longer. Lucky the man and serene tne hori- 
zon when the banker can forget his cares 
even long enough to get the allowance of 
sleep needful for a hearty resumption of 
business on the inexorable morrow. 

Even asl write comes. news from New 
York of the sudden wrecking of two banks 
and the probabie implication of attird. As 
far as can ‘be judged by the published report 
aschemer controiling two mushroom con- 
cerns proceeded to buy ‘‘a controlling inter- 
est’’ in a solvent bank. Then he used his 
new control to the extent of withdrawing from 
the solvent bank $482,000 worth of valid se- 
curities. Part of this withdrawal was in the 
form of loans to himself, ** secured’’ by the 
pledge of his shares of the mushrooms, and 
part by checks on the latter “ certifiea” by 
their officers. 

Nevér, never in the history of Chicago bank- 
ing has there been anything approaching the 
insolvent criminality indicated by tne reports 
already received concerning this transac- 
uon. So thorough is the mutual understand- 
ing among our leading bankers that long be- 
fore such a “deal” tould be consummated 
the United States Examiner or, if necessary, 
the restraining power of chancery itself 
would have been called upon to prevent it.

‘CHICAGO'S FRENCH COOKS, 


“AN INVASION OF CHEFS AT THE HO- 


TELS, CLUBS, AND HOMES, 


Where the Most Fastidious Appetites Can 
Be Gratified—An Atmosphere Histor- 
ieally Pleasant Ureated by the Arrange- 
ments—The Chef at the Richellea—Vic- 
tor Lassagne and Paul Frantzen—The 
Clubs of the City Catered To by the Best 
—Good Livers of Chicago at Home. 


One of the most unhappy little French- 
men in Chicago is Marc Deuxfois. He came 
hither, voluntarily, to settle as a teacher of 
“la danse,” and is nowadays making quite a 
decent livelihood in it, but he still moans and 
frets at what he petulantly terms his cruel 
exile. He is very much with us but yet not 
ofus. He invariably refers to his own coun- 
try as “la belle France.” Paris is ever for 
him the center of civilization. He 1s seldom 
weary of describing her beauties and re- 
sources, her parks and palaces, her people 
and their genius. Chicago he persists in re- 
garding as buta lodge in the vast wilider- 
ness. We may get the World’s Fair—he 1s 
good enough to admit—but where can one 
dine? Whois there in these Western wilds 
that can set a table for persons of quality? 
Where have we: a cuisine worthy of the 
name? What is tnere to justfy a Parisian of 
bon gout in sojourning a whole week among 
us—even to enjoy the greatest show on 
earth! 

Stung by many questions and innuendoes of 
this sort, mingled with ailusions to “ jolis 
petit soupers”’ in the arcades of the Palais 
Royal and of certain occasions—they couldn’t 
have been frequent—when Marc had dined 
“en prince.” at the’renowned Café Bignon, 
a TRIBUNE reporter was impelled to set out 
on a tour of inguiry as to where a French- 
man might worthbily feed in Chicago. 

THE CHEF OF THE RICHELIEU. 

Quite naturally his steps inchned first to 
the Hotel Richelieu, over. whose portal 
stands in marbie the great French Cardinal 
—also accused of being a “ bon vivant ”’— 
who shed luster for a time on a foredoomed 
monarchy.

A DINNER WITH HISTORY. 

The written menu of tne Patti dinner, 
which was among his archives, showed it to 
bave been certainly a most appetizing repast, 
but the list for an ordinary day’s dinner, 
picked up at random, was also found to in- 
clude these agreeabie culinary features: In 
soups—créme de cresson & la Cauchoise and 
brunoise au riz; in fish—éperians frits sauce 
Colbert, saumon bouilli sauce crevette, al6se

were certainty a few of the elements 
of a French dinner, not forgetting the 
historic and geographical associations, 
and when these were flanked and supple- 
mented by the usual potages, consommés, 
hors d’ceuvres variées, entremets, salads, 
and dessert, it would be hard to imagine how 
the most fastidious Gaul need go away hun- 
gry. A survey of the annexed prices showed 
the fish items to range from 50 ‘to 75 cents 
and the roasts and entrées from 75 cents to 
$1 each—leading fairly to the estimate that 
an ordinary ‘“‘course”’ dinner for a healthy 
Chicagoan, and allowing him no stronger 
beverage than water, might cost in the neigh- 
borbood of a $5 bill. This figure, however, 
would have been a crushing one to Marc 
Deuxfois, and the reporter proceeded to seek 
moderation elsewhere. 

THE OLDEST FRENCH RESTAURANT IN TOWN. 

On Clark street, opposite the Court-House, 
was found a French restaurant called the 
‘Elite,’ kept by M. Victor Lassagne. This 
is quite a venerable concern, established 
about fifteen years, and was formerly on 
Washington street, near the oid Board of 
Trade, where it was much patronized both by 
bulls and bears. At its present locaton, in 
the lower floors of an office building, it at- 
tracts quite a numbeg of Court-House 
habitués, including representatives of the 
bench and bar. Here may be met frequently 
Judges Collins and Kersten, Lawyers Trude, 
Hynes, and the Jewett brothers, and such 
well-known citizens as Frank Parmelee, 
Jesse Holladay, and many others. Some 
of these are said to be quite epicurean

ous tribe. 

How long this enmity between the two 
tribes had existed or in what dispute it or- 
ignated there is no tongue to tell. No annals 
relate the story. The living remnants of the 
feud know no more concerning it than their 
white neighbors. But the Sioux hated 
the Pawnee and the Pawnee hated 
the Sioux. Cooper makes his Pawnee 
Chief, Hard Heart, when a captive 
among the Sioux prociaim disdainfully to 
his captors, “Since waters rap and trees 
grew the Sioux has found the Pawnee on bis 
warpath.” | 

The recent changes in their reservation, 
coup.ed with the present. visitation of their 
leading men to Washington, bave again caused 
the Sioux to appéar in the foreground of the 
_. National drama. His attitude in either circum- 
stance betrays no diminution of that sagacity 
and wily cunning that have ever specially 
characterized this Branch of a treacherous 
race. Viewed in ail the light that our meager 
history accords him, he merits the distinc 
tion of standing true to the end to all that bis 
race traditions taught him to regard as 
worthy the conduct of a monarch of the 
prairies. He vanquished, ope by one, each 
of the tribes that threatened his supremacy 
of the Western plains. Away back m the 
infancy of the Republic he was described by 
Cooper, “The Isbmaelite of the American 
deserts,” his hand against every man and 
every man’s hand against him. 

A HUNT TO THE DEATH. 

But he met with a tenacious rival in the 
Pawnee. The home of the Sioux was in Da- 
kota: the Pawnees belonged in Nebraska, 


' ‘holding. the Piatte River Valley as their 


home. And such a home for a people of 
hunters! The Plawe Valley was the favorite 
feeding-ground of the buffaloes. No other 
place in the land equaled it. The ereat ani- 
mais roamed here by tne tens of thousands 
‘until the valley was black for miles up and 
down over its grassy bed covered with that 

t noble game. 

ne Sioux from their less favored north- 
‘ern lands delighted to dash down into tne 
magnificent bunting-grounds of their hated 
neighbors, and the hostility of the Pawnees 
was not appeased by such raids. They never 
met witheut a conflict, and there are records 
of the most incredible examples of their cour- 
age. A brave, either Sioux or Pawnee, wouid 
face any number of adversaries, making no 
effort to escape, although fully conscious that 
& most horrible fate awaited him. 

In 1820 the Sioux numbered some ten thou- 
sand souls—or lack of souls—and the Paw- 
mees were nearly as numerous. But the 
small-pox came upon the latter, and the 
» Miserabie braves and squaws and papooses 
feli a like buffaloes under their own ar- 
rows. The scourge was a powerful ally for 


© the Sioux, and the Pawnees, weakened by 


disease and iessened in numbers, began, in 
spite of their invincible courage, to fail back. 

More and more openly came the Sioux 
down into.the Platte Valley; little by little

SAVAGE WHEN SHADOWED BY D#ATR. 

Many curious scenes were witnessed. The 
bucks watched with solicitous tenderness 
ever the young squaws, but they wanted 
the old women thrown out on the prairie 
to die. 

“Ugh! no good!” was tne scowling com- 
ment when they saw medicai aid lavished on 
the unfortunate old crones. 

With che first wagon-load that arrived 
were a young and really prepossessing young 
squaw—had she known the meaning of 
ceanliness—her husband, and an aged 
woman. The young woman was wounded in 
the richt arm; mortification had set in and 
the surgeon found immediate amputation 
necessary. The heroic young creature en- 
dured the trying operation without a groan. 
Not so ber aged companion. She was suffer- 
ing from several painful injuries and made 
her neighborhood hideous with screams and 
cries.

“Make heap big noise; wake squaw!’’ he 
protested fiercely. So much excitement pre- 
vailed that an idea was easily forgotten. The 
buck’s objections to his wife being dis- 
turbed were so emphatic that’ the old squaw 
was actually left out of doors. She suc- 
ceeded in clambering into a large wagon that 
stood in the vicinity and there passed the 
night and part of the followiug day; until at

The third morning after the battle an old 
squaw was dicovered sitting on the edge of 
the piatform at the depot. She was 60 or 7U 
years old. She was brown, bowed, and 
withered as a mummy.

She had 
plocked it out with her own hands and then 
walked the hundred or more mules from the 
scene of her injury to Plum Creek.

SKY CHIEF'S DEATH. ;

Pleas for a Lawyer Denied—Ofiicers Far- 
nish All the Testimony and Dictate the 
Penalty—Refused Aid Again at Fel 
—A Letter to His Friends Which Is Still 
Undelivered — The System, Not Men, 


at Fault. 

Off to the southwest, just outside the old 
city limits, isa stone edifice known as the 
bridewell. Some humorously inclined per- 
sons have given it the name “ Felton’s 
Boarding-House,” Mr. Felton being the Su- 


| perintendent of the prison. This is the Chi- 
“house of correc- 


cago “* workhouse” or 
tion.” From an outside point of view it is 
an imposing edifice, and, surrounded as it is 
by fresh lawns and trees and ali that gives 
the beauty to a park, the visitor receives 
naught but a favorabie impression when he 
comes within the gates. And when in the 
company of a guard he surveys the inside of 
the prison here, woo, he finds an apparently 
satisfactory condition of things; for all is 
neat and clean and business-like. The con- 
crete floors are scrubbed daily and are 
scrupulously clean. The men in prison garb 
go about their work in a systematic way and 
no complaints are heard. They have their 
work to do and they do it. In the factornes 
they work quietiy and faithfully. There is 
no loud taik, no boisterous laughing, no com- 
plaining. and to the visitor ali seems well. 
The newspaper writer from time to time vis- 
its the prison, and by this means the world 
learns that all is satisfacwry at the bride- 
well. The Superintendent’s report appears 
at stated intervais, and tne world is con- 
vinced that the affairs of the bridewell are 
well conducted. 

But from time to time rumors have been 
heard which would indicate that things at 
the brideweill are not satisfactory in every 
sense of the word. In fact the reports of 
many ex-prisoners would indicate that ex- 
treme cruelty exists within those prison 
walls, notwithstanding the orderly appear- 
ance. 

The supply of prisoners for the bridewell 
is furnisbed principally by the police courts 
of the city, and it is a proverbial fact, as al- 
most any attorney will testify, that a man 
has but little chance for his liberty if he 
once comes in contact with the police court 
machine. If these reports are true a timid 
person, or one withoutquick witor rare pres- 
ence of mind, if once arrested, whether guilty 
or innocent, is not able to save himseif 
from conviction, and convichion means im- 
prisonment in the brideweil 

MR. B. f. THOMAS’ STORY. 

Mr. B. F. Thomas, an ex-newspaper man, 
was recentiy the victim of a chain of circum- 
stances by which he was railroaded through 
the police court and out to the bridewell ia 
@ remarkabiy short space oftime. Itis a 
valuable case in point. 3 

A Trrevune reporter found Mr. Thomas at 
his place of business, No. Dearbora 
street, and in the interview which. followed 
Mr. Thomas said: 

‘*7T am not anxious to inflict upon the pub- 
he the story of my own mustorvunes, or, us 
my friends cali it, ‘outrageous wrongs’; but 
if | can thus help to awaken a good, healthy 
interest in ahumane cause lam giad to be 
able to doit. Nor dol care to usethis means 
to set myself right before the public, for my 
friends know me, and futare events wili vin- 
dicate my character satisfactoriiy to others 
interested. 

“To tell the story as bnefiy as possibile: 
Previous to the’3ist day of December last I 
was responsibie for the existence of a con- 
cern known as the Travelers’ Bureau. On 
that date, shortly before noon, a brace of of- 
ficers appeared on the scene with a warrant 
tor my arrest. A few days before, during 
my absence, they had been trying to pry 
into my business, making inquiries of others 
in the office, not thinking it. necessary to 
talk with me personally. Well, as I have 
been in the habit of taking life as it comes, I 
quietly accompanied the officers to the Har- 
rison Street Police Stauon, where I was at 
once booked by the desk sergeant, and the 
Assistant City Attorney, who had been talk- 
ing aside to the officers, cast a side glance at 
the prisoner and said, ‘All right, we'll take 
him rightin.’ And in we went and stood be- 
fore the majesty of the lawin the person of 
Justice Prindiville. 

“To me this was a new phase of lif6, and 
my usual presence of mind was not with me, 
and Iwas unprepared for emergencies. I 
had, before I left my office, sent for an attor- 
ney, but he had not arrived at the time of my 
arraignment, and, as itso happened, did not 
until lhad gone through the muil. 

“An account of the trial, 1f trial it may be 
called, is recorded here in my note-book, and 
you may, if vou desire, copy the story just as 
it was written at the time of the occurrence.”

FURTHER EXTRACTS FROM THE NOTH BOOK. 


“ Keep yourselves and your cells clean,"’ was a 
part of the instructions read by a pompous guard 
to the recently arrived prisoners. As I become 
better acquainted with tne place this remarkable 
charge keeps ringing in myears. It seems like 
irony—like satire—like the grim humor indulged 
in by Satan,who is reported to have admonisned 
Ichabod Scroggs to “ keep cool’’ as he shoveled 
him into the furnace. So the men are-making 
a heroic effort to keep themselves clean. But 
bow can they? Each cell is about 4 feet wide 
6le feet deep, and 6l2 feet high. There are 288 o 


these cells and 800 to 1,000 men to occupy them, 


Just think of it! Ina honeycomb of celis occu- 
pying a total space of about 15 feet in width, 150 
in length, and # feet in height as many people 
are living as may be found in apy ordinary vil- 
lage scattered over asquare mile of lang. Four 
men toacell, Three of them by wedging them- 
selves closely together can find room to sieep on 
the floor, while fourth spends the night sit- 
ting on the wooden bucket which serves as a 
closet. The mattresses upon which the prisoners 
sleép are dirty bags of corn-husks, reeking with 
vermin. The blankets are stinking—positively 
stinking; the wails are covered with the dirt and 
grease accumulations of a dozen years; the mat- 
tregs, the blankets, the prisoners’ clothes—ev- 
erything is lousy; the atmospbere is disease- 
breeding and unbearable. ‘Keep yourselves 
and your cells clean,’’ said the guard, and 
thought himeseif kind to humanity. 

“* Keep yourselves and your cells clean,’ solil- 
oquized a prisoner, ‘* but, great heavens, how can 
it bedone? Here lam locked in this filthy dun- 
geon four weeks today and wearing the same dirt 
shirt that I paton when I entered. I canhot ge 
a clean one; I am not allowed a bath. Four 
weeks without. a bath or clean shirt, How am I 
to keep clean?’ 

BILL OF FARE AT THE BRIDEWELL. 

** The food furnished to the prisoners can- 
not be said to be appetizing. For breakfast 
each man isfurnished with a pan of ‘coffee’ 
and a ‘duffer.’ The alleged coffee, I am in- 
formed by those who had helped to make it, is 
a compound of beans, peas, Oats, chicory, etc. 
To each 100 pounds of this combination a tew 
pounds of a cheap grade of coffee are added, 
and after ail the ingredients are roasved 
together, ground, and boiled, a quantity of 
black molasses is added to give it color. The 
article referred to as a ‘duffer’ 1s a cross be- 
tween a small loaf of bread and a biscuit, 
evidently made of the cheapest or staiest 
tiour obtainable. 

“The dinner bill of fare, served at noon, 
consists ofa ‘duffer’ and a pan of soup. 
This soup is an @6dd conglomeration of vari- 
ous things, including asmali piéce of what 
is evideutiy refuse corned-beef, a potato, not 
peeled, water, etc. This is thickened with 
flour or scraps of dough, which, according to 
my informant, is the refuse swept up from 
the tables and floor of the bakeshop. 

“A *duffer’ and ‘coffee’ are again the sup- 

ror evening meal, and this completes the 

ili of fare at ‘Mr. Felton’s Boarding-House.’ 

“Snndays and holidays two meals are 
served instead of three, and those days the 
prisoners are all day confined to \neir narrow 
cells. 

“j) hopeI may never again have occasion 
to experience the feeling of disgust that 
passed over me when | saw what these 
buman beings are expected to eat. I have 
made myself sufficiently acquainted with the 
articles, however, to know what they are, 
and that is enough for my purpose.

For every one, not only in London 
but tne world over, has ears. Nearly every- 
body hastwo. Since the days when gentile- 
men-were deprived of their auricular ap- 
pendages for minor political offenses odd 
numbers have not been fashionable in the 
matter of ears. There are exceptions, as in 
the case of gentlemen who engage in personal 
encounters with voraci Aidermena. But, 
as Dickens said of W 
eye, “the popular prejudice runs in favor of 
two.”’ 

So “’E tnat’ath hears to ’ear let’im ’ear,” 
apd with both “ hears ” at that. 

Commonplace as these appendages are, 
though, it is awful to reflect how fearfully 
and wonderfully they are made. Does the 
busy man of affairs, the gay devotee of fash- 
ion, or the careless school-boy ever pause to 
reflect that he has attached to either side of 
his face an intricate machine fraught with 
terrible significance and a multiplicity of 
long names? Yet it is evenso. Beginning 
with the outer fold or ridge, which is called 
the helix, the ear is composed of thin carti- 
lage and integument. 

Shocking, isn’tit? Yet here is worse and 
more of it: The next prominent ridge is the 
antihelix, and the little knob which projects 
from the base of the antihelix is called by 
no less a name than the antitragus, to dis- 
tinguish it from the corresponding Knob on 
the other side, yclept the tragus. The deep 
well in the center is called the concha, or 
shell, and the fleshy bail pendant below all is 
the lobe, or lobale. | 

That is what a man has to suffer for wear- 
ing ears; but even that is not ail. All these 
parts are but servants in the ante-chamober 
to the tympanum or drum of the ear, to 
which every sound must apply before trans- 
acting any business. with the brain. The 
tympanum, however, is ought of sight. Not 
infrequently in the case of great, coarse men 
itis shielded from intrusion by an unseemly 
growth of whiskers. in the best of cases it 
does not mace the acquaintance of the out- 
side world, except through the medium of 
its servants in the ante-room. 

WHAT AN BAR MAY INDICATE. 

But there are men who, studying the shape 
and conformation of these humbler servants 
of the sense of hearing—the helix, the anti- 
helex, the tragus, antitragus, and the lobe— 
pretend to discover in them the outward 
type of character. These observers of trifles, 
proceeding to arrange their knowledge 
categorically, have arrived, first of 
all, at the sage conclusion that there are no 
two human ears alike—no, not even on the 
same head. Women, they next observe, 
have generaily better ears than men, smaller 
and closer to the head. Finally they declare 
that all ears may be divided into two grand 
divisions—first, those with curved, hanging 
lobes, and, second, those with straight lobes. 
Besides these fundamental points of differ- 
ence ears are large or smali, protruding or 
flat, straight or sloping. Some ears have 
pointed and some straight tops. Small, thin 
ears are said to denote delicacy and refine- 
ment; large, thick ears, to be associated with 
coarse and sensual natures. Born musicians 
are deciared to have large ears; born tyrants 
thin and angular ones. The straight-lobed 
ear is a rarity and greatly to be esteemed.

and leading me down-stairs toacell. And 
it was all done within ten minutes. 

TO THE BRIDEWELL IN THE BLACK MARIA 

“An hour or so later the cages were un- 
locked and the prisoners filed out to bedriven 
into the ‘Black Maria’to be taken to the 
bridewell. I could not think that I was to 
go, too, with that crowd of depraved human- 
ity, but the fates had assigned it so. My 
bondsman bad been delayed, and thus it 
came about that in less than two hours after 
my arrest | was on my road to the bridewe!]

‘THs HORROR OF IT ALL 

‘But what of the prisoners themselves? 
Who are they? What are they?” 

“They are men—human beings like you 
and I—but who have been less fortanate in 
life. The prisoner is an unfortunate, how- 
ever we may consider him. Many of them 
have been ruled by circumstances over 
which they had no control. A circumstance 
of apparently bat little import may modify a 
buman life and make a criminal of an honest 
man. Many of these men have been rail- 
roaded through the police court and out to 
the bridewell in® such short order that they 
have not had a shadow of a chance to -prove 
themselves innocent or to communicate with 
their friends. 

‘* Many of tne prisoners make a desperate 
attempt to be happy, and some, who are ac- 
customed to the life,succeed ; so it comes about 
that half-witted boys and weak-minded peo- 
ple regard itasajoke and think it smart to 
have spenta term in the pbridewell; ana 
being thrown into cells with hardened crimi- 
nals the effectcan only be to make profes- 
sional criminais of the amateurs, and thus 
the * house of correction’ is transformed into 
a‘criminal factory.’ And then the vices 
that are practiced! Tne only recreations of 
the prisoners are vice. From dark or dusk 
until late at night I neard evidences of it in 
the adjoining cells on every side, Thisis a 
feature of tne case that prison reformers 
have overlooked. 

**But I suppose,” said Mr. Thomas, **I have 
talked enough. WhatI have said, however, 
has not been aimed at individuals; itis sys- 
tems, not men, that I believe in waging war 
against.”’

Review of the Musical Features of the 
Last Week. 

During the last week Safasate and D’Al- 
bert have given two concerts and a matinée 
performance at the Auditorium.

Friday morning William H. Sherwood gave 
his seventh pianoforte recital in the Audito- 
rium Recital-Hall, in which, as on other oc 
casions, he demonstrated his right to rank 
with Rubinstein, Von Biilow, and D’ Albert 
as an artist of exceptional tecnnical and in- 
tellectual indorsements, whose merits it 
ought to be a matter of honest pride for the 
people of Chicago to recognize. The pro- 

ram included the Beethoven sonata, op. 31, 

o. 3, in E flat; the Chopin, barcarolle, op. 
60; Mr. Sherwood’s own brilliant ** Medea,” 
the Chopin sonata in B flat minor, op. 35, and 
the Liszt polonaise in K major. Mr. Sher- 
wood’s playing vividly brought to mind an 
occasion Many years ago, when he piayed the 
E flat concerto of Beethoven, with the Ber- 
lin symphony orchestra, unaer direction of 
Buise, and was enthusiastically recalied five 
times at its close by the appreciative public 
of that city; alsoacriticisem of one of the 
Berlin papers which spoke of him as the 
“*blood-brotmer of the Titan Rubinstein,” 
though he was at that time less mature than 
he 1s at present. The Chopin sonata 
received an especially poetic treat- 
ment at his hands, especially in the 
apenas movement, and the Funeral 

arch, while the Liszt Polonaise, like we 
Rubinstéin staccato etude, which both Sher- 
wood and D’ Albert have played here during 
the present week, displayed his technical 
mastery of the instrument to the highest 
advantage. Americans ought to feel proud 
of the achievements of this American-born 
pianist, who, if be had possessed a foreign 
name and been brought over with the usual 
réclame in which managers are wont to in- 
duige, would have stood a much better chance 
of having his real merits recognized here, as 
they have been in Europe,

A Chair of Music at Yale College. 

The new Battelle professorship of music at 
Yale College nas a fund of nearly $300,000 for 
its maintenance. Dr. Gustav Stoeckel, for 
more. than forty years musical instructor at 
Yate, will be the first incumbent of the chair. 
A great opportunity is thus afforded him, 
and it only remains to be seen whether he is 
meer to fill such a position. He is gen- 
erally credited with being rather conserva- 
tive and non-progressive. The selection was 
probably influenced by the fact ot Dr. Stoeck- 
el’s long connection with the college, but 
aside from this consideration it would seem 
that Dudley Buck, an American, a graceful 
and abie writer upon musical subjects, and 
one of the most scholarly composers which 
this country has produced, would have been 
@ more appropriate choice. 


The Gondoliers. 

“The Gondoliers,”’ by Gilbert and Sullivan, 
will be presented tomorrow nigbt at the Cni- 
cago Opera-House. it will be the first per- 
formance of the opera in America by a pure- 
ly American company, and the production 
has excited so much interest that the princi- 
pal newspapers of New York, Boston, and 
Philadelphia are reported to have sent speciai 
correspondents to Chicago to report the 
event, and almost the entire house has been 
sola for the opening week. The company 
which Mr. D’Oyly Carte sent over from En- 
gland for the New York production was, ac- 
cording to the press of that city, ridiculously 
inadequate to present either the lines or the 
music. Manager Henderson promises a first- 
rate representation of the opera, and the pro- 
duction here will therefore be awaited with 
interest. 

Mr. Voegtiin painted the first act, repre- 
senting the Piazzetta of Venice, with its 
column, its winged lions, its Campanile, and 
ite marine view of the Lido and the multi- 
farious shipping of the harbor. Fred Dan- 
gerfield, who was brought over from En- 
giand by Mr. Henderson, painted the second 
act, representing a fanciful mixture of 
Moorish interior and Spanish gardea, with 
airy coionnades and plashing fountains, and 
a landscape such as one mignt see from tne 
Court of Lions in the Alhambra.

Vital Statistics. 

William Hughes of Aberdeen street: Being of 
a mathematical and curious turn I have evolved 
this informawon after delving into statistics: 

During 1889 there were in Chicago, according to 
reports, 21,800 marriages. This is as many &s the 
weddings in Phiiadelphia and Brooklyn com- 
bined. New York reports 14,506 marriages in the 
same year. I found in the way of births in 1689 
that New York reported 37,660; Philadelphia 
(estimated), 29,000; Chicago, 20,018; and Brook- 
lyn, 13,050. You will see from these figures that 
in Chicago there were less than two births to 
every marriage, while New York shows over two 
and one-half births to each marriage, Brooklyn 
shows four births to every marriage, and Phiia- 
delphia estimates over four births against each 
marriage. 

In its tate of mortality Chicago makes a better 
showing than any of them—tne number of deaths 
bemg 16,917—which is 4,000 1 than the number 
of births. New York’s death list foots up 39,423— 
2,000 more than the numberof births, Brook- 
lyn’s death list reached 16,853—4,000 in excess of 
its births. The statistics of Chicago and Brook- 
lyn look curious when you tabulate, them:

“If you will call again at 4 o’clock I shall be 
happy to give you what information I can,” 
she said, “provided, however, you will 
neither use my name nor ask for the names 
of the people whom I describe. While Il am 
not afraid of such miserable creatures, I do 
not wish any notoriety in the matter.”’ 

At .4 o'clock the reporter was on hand. 
Looking at him with a suspicion born of her 
recent experiences, the woman asked: 

“Now, can I trust you to conceal my 
name?’ 

The reporter replied in the affirmative, and 
his expression must have indicated the pos-

“Still another man who advertised for a 
bookkeeper suggested that I call at his office 
on the west side of La Salle street, betweer 
Monroe and Madison streets. I did so and 
was siiown into his private office. He began 
with; *Way do you work for a living? 

*“** Because I have not enough to live on 
comfortably otherwise,’ I answered. 

*** You could earn more on the stage—you 
have tne necessary figure,’ said he. 

***{ didn’t come here for suggestions,’ I re 
tored. 4 

***] didn’t mean any harm,’ he returned. 
‘If you'll only rest ap a little you'll regain 
your youthful bloom and there’ll be plenty of 
people glad to support you and to take you ail 
over the country.’ 

“These are only mild illustrations of the 
treatment I have, syffered. 1 have often 
thanked Heaven that I had enough money to 
live on, It gives me a feeling of terror when 
I think of the position 1 would be in if I were 
destitute. 

OTHER WOMEN’S EXPERIENCES. 

“ There’s a certain well-known man who I 
understand isa member of Grace Church, 
with wrom i had an experience similar to 
the above. Another one whose treatment of 
me was most disgraceful is connectea with 
the Methodist Publishing company. 

“| have a friend, a widow with four chil- 
dren, who, being ynabie to find any other 
honest employment, became a scrub-woman. 
Even then she was insulted. Whiie on her 
knees scrubbing the floor of an office one 
moraing ‘ue proprietor came in and spoke to

“* Your’re too good looking for such work. 
If you let me support you you can cut as wide 
a swath as any one, and without a stroke of 
work, too.’ The poor woman rose from her 
knees and left tne place, even refusing to go 
back after her wages. 

“A young girl of my acquaintance who 
had been engaged as stenographer was led 
into his inner office by her new erployer. 
‘This is to be your private room,’ he said. 
‘No one will e come in here ¢éxcept you 
and me.’ 

“ He then and there made an insulting pro- 
posal which the timid girl avoided by asking 
him to wait till she came-back from luncb. 

“Ihave almost given up hope. Heaven 
help the poor women of Chicago who are 
without money.”’
